fire which, in about two hours late 
today, swept eight squares, de- 
Stroying fifty-four houses, two of.

sons. Loss is estimated at not more 
than $100,000. 

Rey. C.. W. Schrader, white, nas- 
tor of the Lutheran church, was se- 
riously injured in a fall fom the 
roof of his residence, where he was 
fighting flying sparks. No fatali- 
ties have been reported, and only 
a few cases of burns have been 
treatd, according to haspitals. An 
aged -negro woman was forcibly 
rescued after she had rushed into 
her blazing house, screaming she 
was ‘goin’ wid her home.’ Another 
negro rushed into a seething barn 
and piaqeee out a 200-pound hog by 
its hind legs. Summoned by the 
animal’s squeals, neighbors helped 
the owner carry it tenderly out of 
harm’s way. 

Numerous pigs, cows, household 
pets and several -horses were de- 
stroyed. 

The fire started in the dwelling 
of Thad Fields, an aged negro, and 
was. at first attributed to a defec- 
tive flue, but he denied there was 
a fire in the stove. Fanned by a 
brisk wind, the flames spread rap- 
idjy and were controled only when 
the air became calmer and the fire- 
men had retraeated three blocks in 
the densely populated section to ob- 
tain sufficient water to form a bar- 
ricade against further spread of the 
fire. Inthe center of the fire-swept

the state police, Pasquale said he 
tied a piece of rail to the body be- 
fore casting it into the water.

2, led Captajn Samuel Gerhardt, of 
the state police, and a diver to the 
place where he claimed to have 
thrown the body. The diver brought 
to the surface the rail with the 
string still attached, as described 
by Pasquale.

Archdeacon Stuck Dead; 


| He Was First White Man 


To Climb Mt. McKinley 


New York, October 12.—Arch- 
deacon Hudson Stuck, of the Yu-. 
kon, the first white man to ascend 
Mount McKinley, died at Fort Yu- 
kon, Alaska, last Sunday. Word of 
his death was received here late 
today. y 

Archdeacon Stuck was born in 
England 57 years ago. He came to 
the United States in 1885, and was 
graduated from the theological de- 
partment, University of the South, 
Sewanee, Tenn., in 1892. His ap- 
pointment as Protestant Episcopal 
archdeacon of the Yukon was an- 
nounced in 1904, after he had serv- 


ed as dean of St. Matthews cathe- 
dral, Dallas, Texas. 

Although Dr. Cook, of North Pole 
controversy fame, claimed to have 
climbed Mount McKinley, Arch- 
deacon Stuck, who ascended it in 
June, 1913, is generally accredited 
with having been the first to reach 
its summit. He was a fellow of 
the American and Royal Geological 
societies and author of a number of 
pooks, among them the “Ascent of 
Denali (Mount McKinley).” He 
was unmarried.

London, October 12.—The Lithu- 
anian government is preparing’ to 
resist to the last the Polish in- 
vasion of her territory, it was of- 
ficially announced at the Lithu- 
anian legation here Tuesday. 

The legation also announced that 
the Lithuanian government has pre- 
sented to the allies and to the 
league of nations proof that Prince 
Saphieha, Polish foreign minister, 
ordered the occupation of Vilna, 
Lithuania has also presented a new 
appeal to England for admission to 
the league. 

Meantime the Lithuanian govern- 
ment has received assfrances from 
England and France that these gov- 
ernments did not lend their ap- 
proval to General Zeligovski's coup 
de force in seizing Vilna. : 

Prince Saphieha in a message to 
the Lithuanian. government dis- 
claimed all responsibility. 

The* Polish legation here reaf- 
firmed this attitude on the part of 
the Polish government. 

It was pointed out at the lega- 
tion that Prince Saphieha’s repu- 
diation of the Vilna occupation 
means that the Warsaw government 
will not permit tne shipment of 
munitions or supplies to Zelizgow- 
ski’s forces. 


Test for the League. 
Former Premier Galvanoskas, now 
Lithuanian minister of finance, has 
arrived in London and _ conferred 


with British officials in Downing 
street Tuesday. 

The foreign office is watching the 
situation with great interest. Of- 
ficials there pointed out that the 
critical situation furnishes a crucial 
test of the value of the league of 
nations. If the leagué fails to solve 
the difficulty its worthiessness will 
be,demonstrated, it was intimated. 

The Lithuanians haye petitioned 
the league of nations and the en- 
tente governments to carry out the 
embargo provisions of Article 16 of 
the league pact against Poland in 
case the Warsaw government fails 
to enforce the promised ban on 
shipment of food and munitions to 
Zeliogowski'’s forces. 

A Kovno dispatchtothe Berlingske 
Tidende at Copenhagen said that 
the Lithuanian garrison at Vilna 
conducted a forlorn hope defence 
of the capital against a Polish force 
numbering three times aS many men, 

The Polish invaders, after estab- 
lishing headquarters jn the Lith- 
uanian capital, founded a provis- 
ional government for.middle Lith- 
uania. 


New Government Proclaimed. 

Warsaw, October 12.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The new. ‘‘central 
Lithuanian governpient”’ at Vilna 
oe proclaimed the creation of a 


series of proclamations has 
been issued by the so-called gov- 
ernment. The first proclaims the 
new state and promises to convoke 
a diet in the near future, ' 
The second, addressed to the Po- 
lish government, asks for forgive- 
ness for the mutiny of General Zell- 
gouski’s troops, and gives notice of 
the creation of the new state, the 
territory of which, it is set forth, 
includes the town of Grodno, with 
the River Niemen as the dividing 
line from Poland. 
The proclamation further asks 
that the Pollish troops occupying 
central Lithuania be considered an 
army of occupation. ~The Vilna gov- 
ernment. requests that it be allowed 
to send a commissary to _ these 
troops. 

A third proclamation is a declara- 
tion’*to the Kovno government (the 
old Lithuanian government), pro- 
posing the opening of negotiations 
with reference to the future rela- 
tions of the two countries. 


Poland Urged to Be Moderate. 


“Paris, October 12.—France and 
Great Britain have sent a joint note 
to Poland advising moderation con- 


cording to the Petit Parisien. 

Active exchange of views concern- 
ing the occupation of Vilna by Po- 
lish-Lithuanian troops is proceed- 
ing. says the Echo de Paris, which 
declares they consider the respon- 
sibility of the Warsaw government 
is not involved. The newspaper adds 
that the task of finding a solution 
to the situation is that of the league 
of nations, in the opinion of govern- 
ment officials.

“President Wilson represented, 
as was his official duty, America 
at this council, but America’s sug- 
festions were not any more ex- 
clusively Mr. Wilson’s ideas than 
was the whole league plan exclu- 
sively Ameica’s suggestion.” 

Mr. Roosevelt called attention to 
the recently pubJished correspond- 
ence between President Wilson and 
former President Taft, in which 
the latter offered several sugges- 
tions for changes in the tentative 
draft of the league covenant. 


Party of Fair Play. 


“If there is any one thing that 
I am proudér of than any other 
about our democratic party and its 
record, it is that 
party of fair play. For instance, all 
of you who are at all familiar with 
the labor questions which have 
arisen know that never before has 
the right of labor to be recognized 
been so Officially acknowledged as 
by the present administration. We 
also have insisted on fair play in 
our relations with the: world.” 

Mr. Roosevelt declared that un- 
der previous republican adminis- 
trations Europe looked upon us as 
a nation of “mere merchants and 
money grabbers,” whereas, under 
the present democratic administra- 
tion, it “came to look upon us as 
a’ nation of high ideals, willing and 
eager to help the world toward a 
better state of living for everyone.” 

“And now the  old_- republican 
gang,” he added, “having succeed- 
ed in nominating a candidate, per- 
fectly pliable and acquiescent, 
wants you to go back to what their 
candidate learnedly' refers to as 
‘normalcy.’ As a first step we are 
to discard the league of nations. I 
don’t believe the voters of this 
country will follow any such 
course.”

“Georgia women are now enti- 
led to enjoy the responsibilities 
and opportunities of full citizenship 
on the same basis as meh, and it 
is the purpose of the Georgia 
League of omen Voters to take 
up immediately a campaign of reg- 
istration and education in citizen- 
ship. It is imperative that women 
register in every county as soon as 
the books are opened. 

“Mrs. Maude Wood Park, chair- 
man of the National League of 
Women Voters, is calling upon the 
women to register and vote. Said 
Mrs. Park: ‘The dramatic victory 
in Tennessee emphasizes anew the 
hardships and the endurance which 
have gone into the winning of suf- 
frage.

Opposed to Strike of Farmers. 


Mr. Marsh declared he was op- 
posed to a strike of farmers, which, 
he said, was suggested by Senator 
Smith. He declared also that “ev- 
erybody knows there is no panic. 
Let us not be bolsheviks.” He 
said Senator Smith, in voting for 
the. Esch-Cummins railroad bill, 
had voted to make a strike by la- 
bor a felony. 

John Trumbull, of the Kansas 
Farmers’ union, said the secreta- 
ries of agriculture of Kansas, Ne- 
braska and Missouri at a meeting 
in Kansas City had figured the 
cost of this year’s wheat crop at 
above $21 per acre. The cost to the 
tenant farmers, he said, was placea 
at $2.77 a bushel.

PACIFIC SLOPE COTTON. 

Los Angeles, Cal., October 12.—Altl 
the banks of Los Angeles have join- 
ed in an arrangement to finance the 
cotton crops of California, Arizona 
and Nex Mexico to the extent of 
$2,500,000, aceording to an an- 
nouncement today by J. Dabney, 
vice president of the First Na- 
tional bank. :

GRAIN DEALERS HIT 
AT RADICAL FARMERS. 

Minneapolis, Minn., October 12.— 
Efforts of radical farmers’ organi- 
zations to control prices Dy creat- 
ing co-operative associations were 
scored at today’s session of the 
Grain Dealers’ National associaation 
in the report of the legislative com- 
mittee. Fhe report adds.the rad- 
ical organizations were seeking to 
disregard the laws of world supply 
and demand. It urged.an active 
campaign to combat unrest among 
farmers and promotion of a fair 
recognition of the dignity and im- 
portance of agriculture as a cure 
for such unrest. 
RESTRICTION URGED 
IN COTTON ACREAGE. 

Jackson, Miss., October 12.— 
Farmers, business men and cotton 
producers met here today and 
adopted strong resolutions urging 
the reduction of cotton acreage for 
the next crop, the holding of cer- 
tain percentages of the present 
crop off the market and a general 
holding of the present stocks for 
petter prices. 

W. P. G. Harding, governor of the 
federal reserve board, sent @ com- 
munication to the meeting, assur- 
ing it of co-operation of the fed- 
eral reserve banks in the financing 
of cotton. 

A telegram from Sunflower coun- 
ty, Mississippi, read t6 the meet- 
ing, announced the closing of gins 
in that part of the state until 
cotton reaches a better price.

Declaring that the ptitrietion of 


* ¢eetton by fire and the activities of 


persons warning gins in the south 
to cease operating is a “disgrace 
to ‘civilization and is unjustifialie 
even in time of war,” President J. S. 
Wan er, of the American Cot- 
ton association, has issued a state- 
ment denouncing cotton incen- 
diaries and appcaling for calm rea- 
son in the emergency that now 
faces the cotton-producing south. 
President Wannamaker’s state- 
ment, issued on the eve of his de- 
parture from Columbia, S C., to 
Washington to attend a national 
agricultural conference, deals in 
glowing words with the unblem- 
ished . parity of the south’s record 
' for fair play and straightforward- 
ness, and is as follows: 
yt edu of private property 
by fire, ym 8 the. property be 
owned by t rty applying the 
torch or by another party, Is a dis- 
grace to civilization, and is un- 
justifiable even in the time of war, 
and should not be condoned even 
though the torch be applied during 
the excitement of a pitched battle. 
“Men face to face with bank- 
ruptcy, due to the annihilation of 
the law of supply and demand, can 
neither think nor act clearly. They 
forget that truth is mighty .and 
will prevail. They would be facing 
great prosperity, were the natural 
law functioning, and there would 
be an active demand for every 
pound of cotton, at a price far 
above the cost of production. 
| South’s Splendid Record. 
“The applying of the torch to 
private property in the south dur- 
ing the fearful struggle in the war 
between the states could not be 
condoned by right-thinking men, 
regardless of section. As a mere 
ch a I formed the conclusion, 
which I still adhere to, that there 
is no punishment.in hell sufficient 
to mete out justice to those who 
perpetrated this crime at that time. 
Regardless of the fearful sacrifice 
forced upon the south in this frratri- 


peetees, including low grades, 


cidal struggle which drenched its 
soils with not only the blood of the 
flower of its manhood, but with the 
blood of its old men, staggering 
with age, and with the blood of its 
boys, mere children, neither the 
soldiers nor the civilians of the 
prea be it said to their ever- 
lasting cregit—ever applied the 
torch, even in retaliation. Defeat: 
with an untarnished name was 
thought preferable to victory won 
through barbarism. 

“The people of the south aré to- 
day in the midst of a battle for 
their eeonomic freedom. Defeat 
means bankruptcy and poverty. It 
means that our property and our! 
homes must be mortgaged to pay 
the difference between the price for 
which cotton selis and the price 
which we were required to pay in 
order to produce it. It means that 
the entire life of the south will be 
blighted. Yet, come what may, we 
will keep the record handed down 
to us by our fathers, clear and 
untarnished. ; 


Facing Short Crop. 

“We are facing the sixth consec- 
utive short cotton crop. We were 
urged to produce fifteen million 
bales of American cotton for the 
1920 crop, it being stated positively 
that anything less than this quan- 
‘tity would fail to supply the press- 
ing needs of the world for raw cot- 
ton. The world has consumed more 
cotton during the last five years 
than we have produced. The grow- 
ing cotton crop is the most costly 
ever produced. The cotton-consum- 
ing world forgets thag it is neces- 
sary to resell the commodities and 
the labor and every item of ex- 
pense entering into~the production 
of the crop when we sell the cot- 
ton. 

“To sell cotton at existing pricés 
will bankrupt the south. Central 
Europe is in pressing demand for 
around three million bales of our 
Only 
a small proportion of their spindles 
are in operation, due to their iInae- 
bility to secure our cott6n. The 
law of supply and demand is dead. 

“Neither the destruction of gin- 
house by flames, nor the destruction 
of cotton under the slogan of “Burn- 
a-bale,” will revive the law of sup- 
ply and demand. Were I an offi- 
cer in battle and one of my sol- 
diers were to apply the torch to 
private’ property, I would court- 
martial. him; and were I a private, 
ordered ‘to apply the torch to pri- 
vate property, I would be court-mar- 
tialed—I would not obey the com- 
mand. The “burn-a-bale” slogan, 
started through some unknown 
source, and which has been pushed 
in various sections of the belt, 
means the destruction of a large 
amount of cotton Which will be des- 
perately needed before the 192I crop 
becomes available. Every bale of 
cotton which it is contemplated to
